In the senate the G a rn er plan 
was presented by 
S enator Jones, 
dem ocrat, New 
Mexico, who f u r ­ 
nished tables to show its effects 
upon various classes of taxpayers. 
"The great secretary 
says th e. 
G arn er plan is” 
insincere," 
said 
S enator Jones, “ap p are n tly because 
of the im portance given to sm all 
Income». 
Mr. Mellon probably has 
so long dealt with large incom es; 
that ho cannot see the others." 
Representative 
Mills 
declared 
the reduction of surtax was vital 
to prosperity of the nation and a i- 
serted th e dem ocratic plan on sur^j 
taxes would limit tax reduction to 
the small iru;omi> tax payers at th e 
expense of the entire population 
Mr. G arn er poked fun at P resi­ 
dent Goolidge, 
Jirereta ry 
Mellon 
and various republican leaders. 
‘‘I'nelo Andy sent a tax bill to 
the house,** he declared, "w ith word 
to the republican leaders, ‘here's 
the bill. 
You must not touch it.’
